The American Legion resents accusa­ 
tions that veterans have made unrea­ 
sonable dem ands upon the 
govern­ 
ment, Ralph T. O'Neil, national com­ 
m ander, said today in addressing dele­ 
gates attending the opening session of 
the annual convention of the Califor­ 
nia D epartm ent of the Legion. 
"We have never In the past, nor 
will In the future, a*k for legislation 
th a t is unfair or unreasonable, or that 
will place an unjust financial burden 
on our government," O'Neil said. 
“The 
condition 
of 
unemployment 
am ong the world w ar veterans con­ 
tinues to be acute,” O’Neil said. "The 
relief of this situation is one of the 
most pressing problems of the Legion 
today," 
Discussing the recent adjusted ser­ 
vice certificate loans, O'Neil said vet­ 
erans who applied 
for 
loans 
were 
greatly in need and that most of the 
loans were m ade for those who already 
had borrowed on their certificates. He 
said that the money had gone to pay 
doctors’ bills, rent long overdue, to 
buy clothing and food for children and 
sick wives, and particularly 
to 
pur­ 
chase seed for spring crops. 
The loan "has been nothing lens than 
a God-send to those veterans in the 
farm ing 
com m unities 
where 
crops 
were ruined by the drought,” O'Neil 
said. 
R egarding legislation likely to be 
presented to the next congress, the 
national com m ander said' 
"Now, as always, the prim ary re­ 
sponsibility of the Legion is to the dis­ 
abled, and to the dependents of the 
dead and disabled. 
“One of the m atters of param ount 
Importance is the question of caring 
for dependents of men who are hospi­ 
talized. 
Men will not go to the hos­ 
pital and leave their families in want. 
Provision should be m ade for allow­ 
ances to dependents of service men 
during hospitalization. 
"There is also no reason why the 
widows and orphans of the veterans 
of the world w ar should not be ac­ 
corded the sam e relief by the govern­ 
m ent as is being accorded the widows 
and orphans of the veterans of other 
wars 
"The m em bers of the Legion realize 
better than anyone else the sacrifices 
and hardships of war," O'Neil said, 
“and no group is more anxious to in­ 
sure a perm anent peace to this coun­ 
try than this organization. Preserva­ 
tion of national peace and security is 
closely allied with the problem of ta k ­ 
ing the profits out of war. 
"It seems im perative that we should 
sponsor legislation for naval construc­ 
tion th at will bring us up to the Lon­ 
don treaty parity. 
We should let It 
be known th a t the le g io n is not con­ 
tent with a blue print navy. 
"W e should sponsor all legislation, 
in conformity with the perm anent n a­ 
tional defense policy, that will provide 
adequate protection to our country. 
"A movement has been inaugurated 
by the United States governm ent to 
fu rth e r reduce the arm am ents of the 
world, and the American Legion with 
world peace as one of 
Its 
highest 
ideals, should favor and encourage the 
lim itation of m ilitary strength, so long 
as it is done by the nations in unison, 
and on a basis of equality, with no 
undue advantage to any one power 
and so long as the United States is 
adequately protected. 
“In view of the activities of com­ 
m unism in this country we 
should 
support legislation giving the D epart­ 
m ent of Justice full authority to deal 
w ith this problem.’

Outside the garage, in which five 
are known to have been hanged or 
battered to death, could be heard the 
labored breathing of other prisoners 
and the repelling sucking of stinking 
much 
a s their spades explored the 
soggy ground in which the five were 
buried. 
In the county jail sat 
H arry 
N. 
Power, 
fat, 
bespectacled, 
brazenly 
proud of lines written women of al­ 
most every state, sex-frustrated wo­ 
men who resorted to m atrim ony by 
mail. 
“Let them dig. 
They’ll find no more. 
I tell you five Is all. 
There’s nothing 
more out there.” 
The insanity defense, for which po­ 
lice claim 
Powers and his counsel 
were preparing, was believed shattered 
with a 
psychiatrist's 
announcem ent 
today that Powers "knew right from 
wrong." 
As the state prepared to bring the 
former soldier and ex-salesman to trial 
for the quintet of killings, belief grew 
stronger th a t at least one m ore body 
lay at the bottom of a well 30 feet 
from the garage where the others were 
believed "executed" on an Improvised 
gallows. 
Dr. Edwin E. Mayer, University of 
Pittsburgh psychiatrist, who served in 
the H arry K. Thaw case when the 
Pittsburgh slayer of Stanford White 
sought his freedom, announced after 
a long conference with Powers that 
he "was on the border-line of insanity 
but knew right from wrong.” 
Investigators ordered resumption of 
digging today. 
They believed more 
nam es will be added to those of Mrs. 
Dorothy A. PresHler Lemke, Power’s 
latest revealed victim, and Mrs. Asta 
Buick Elcher and her three children. 
Scores 
have 
corresponded 
w i t h 
Power or Cornelius O. Pierson as he 
called himself In most of the erotic 
letters so far uncovered. 
Many to 
whom he wrote cannot be found. Some 
may shun publicity. 
Some m ay have 
died a natural death. 
Authorities fear bodies 
of 
others 
m ay be revealed by the w ater of swift 
running Elk creek nearby which is 
being dragged systematically, or seal­ 
ed below the cem ent floor of the g ar­ 
age Power built two months ago and 
used later us his butcher house. 
Meanwhile, the thorough system and 
care Power used in the execution of 
his crimes are being revealed by his 
own word, by letters, by word from 
relatives of known victims, and In 
women's letters arriving daily. 
The police version of Power’s story 
of the execution of the five is: 
“On Aug. I I took all five to the 
garage. 
I put the two women and 
the two girls in cells in the basement 
under the garage, leaving the boy up­ 
stairs. 
“That ni'tht I went to the garage 
and hanged the two women. 
I let the 
boy watch It. 
W hen he screamed, I 
hit him over the head with a ham m er 
until he was dead. 
Then I killed the 
two girls and buried them ail at once." 
Police said the cells in which Power 
had placed his victims were sound­ 
proof. 
And upstairs he had built a 
crudely designed scaffold. The victims 
were led to their execution there, one 
by one, Pow er’s story to them indi­ 
cated. 
Bones and other evidence leading 
to a continuation of the hunt for more 
victims were found in the ashes of a 
cottage near the Power home. 
Police revealed letters

August 
Lem ke in Worcester, Mass., and has 
been living at Morthboro, Mass., with 
a sister. Mrs. Chester Fleming. Lemke 
is reported still living in St. Paul. 
One letter, p a n of which is unprint­ 
able, said: 
“You certainly are a well preserved 
woman, to m y way of thinking, just 
the right size and weight. 
I never 
did take any fancy to a slim woman, 
but prefer them plump. 
“I suppose you have already begun 
the books I gave you." 
They were volumes on sex psychol-

It cost $700, which the wife of H arry 
F. Powers, alias Cornelius O. Pierson, 
earned in a little store she and her 
unm arried sister, Bell 
Strother, 
In­ 
herited from their m other. 
The store 
is next to the house where Powers 
lived with his wife and sister-in-law 
They have run it for 20 years. 
“He wanted a place where he could 
m ake blue p r in ts ” said red-haired, 
double-chinned 
Mrs. 
Powers. 
“H e 
wanted to m ake plans for houses, and 
h« said he had to have a place where 
he could have acid 
for 
the 
blue 
prints." 
At home in her small fram e house, 
Mrs 
Powers told a story of wifely 
devotion in their life together. 
"I love that kid," she mourned. “He 
was good and kind to me. 
I love him 
from the bottom of my heart." 
She said she never questioned hts 
movements. W hen he went away and 
cam e back he always said he was glad 
to be home, and she would reply, "O. 
K. Honey. 
I'm glad to have you.” 
Every m orning when he was home 
she would take a cold drink to him 
in bed, and he’d kid her when she gave 
it to him. 
“Now I’m ready to get up,” 
he'd say. 
Fifteen new letters from m atrim on­ 
ial suspects have been collected from 
his lock box at th** post office since 
his arrest Thursday. 
If they have been opened, Sheriff 
Grim m and Police Chief Duckworth 
are not willing to reveal their con­ 
tents.

Storrs, Olean, N Y , whom he was to 
go to see next Friday. 
This letter, 
dated August 24, raved on for eight 
pages about 
the happiness 
of 
the 
w riter because “they soon would be 
together.” 
"Connie, dear," It began, "I'm so 
happy. 
Next Friday, just think of it, 
I can scarcely realize It. 
I will he 
here waiting for you 
"This is my last letter to you. I am 
so happy. 
Next F riday- kisses—love 
—Bessie." 
Letter* found in Pow ers’ tru n k re­ 
veal that he met and courted his real 
wife in the sam e way. 
He was then 
living in Mansfield, O., and he came 
on to Clarksburg four years ago and 
m arried her. 
"Listen, dearie," she wrote him July 
31, 1926. 
"It is absolutely m y inten­ 
tion to find a sweet hubby to call my 
own. 
I am getting tired of single 
blessedness. 
T hat is why I bought 
his magazine (the m atrim onial agency 
publication) as I don’t care for my 
home-town people. They all look alike 
to me. 
I w ant a perfect gentlem an 
for a hubby; one th a t will love his

W ashington, Aug. 31 
Secretary of 
Treasury Mellon revealed today how 
he plan* to avoid a tax Increase at 
the coming session of congress by a 
series of bond Issues somewhat like 
the huge Liberty loan Issues of the 
world w ar period. 
He announced a billion-dollar refund­ 
ing program, the largest single opera­ 
tion of this character in recent years. 
In consists of a 24-year $800,000,000 
bond Issue at the record low Interest 
rate of three per cent, and a $300,000,- 
000 issue of treasury certificates to n m 
for a year and to bear Interest at one 
and one-eighth per cent- a grand to­ 
tal of $1,100,000,000. 
This bond Issue Is to be followed by 
one 
In 
December 
and 
another 
In 
March to meet notes coming due at 
*hat time and representing loans tho 
government has made to pay Its way 
during th e depression.__________ _____ 
A total of I634,000,o6o^^™0easu?y 
certificates comes due on September 
15. 
The bond Issue and certificates 
are partly to refund this obligation 
and postpone paym ent as well os to 
meet about $30,000,000 in interest pay­ 
ments. 
Old certificates m aturing 
may 
be 
exchanged either for the bonds or the 
certificates. 
The 
issues 
are 
dated 
Sept. 15, the bond issue to mature in 
1955. 
It is callable in 1901. 
The new bond issue in the third of 
th*' year, one being floated in March 
for a total of $594,000,000 and a sec­

Long Beach, Calif., Aug. 31.-—(U.R)— 
The American Legion resents accusa­ 
tions that veterans have made unrea­ 
sonable dem ands upon the 
govern­ 
ment, Ralph T. O’Neil, national com­ 
mander, said today in addressing dele­ 
gates attending the opening session of 
the annual convention of the Califor­ 
nia D epartm ent of the Legion. 
"We have never in the past, nor 
will in the future, ask for legislation 
that is unfair or unreasonable, or that 
will place an unjust financial burden 
on our government," O’Neil said. 
"The 
condition 
of 
unemployment 
am ong the world w ar veterans con­ 
tinues to be acute,” O’Neil said. "The 
relief of this situation is one of the 
most pressing problems of the Legion 
• today." 
Discussing the recent adjusted ser­ 
vice certificate loans, O’Neil said vet­ 
erans who applied 
for 
loans 
were 
greatly in need and that most of the 
loans were made for those who already 
had borrowed on their certificates. He 
said that the money had gone to pay 
doctors’ bills, rent long overdue, to 
buy clothing and food for children and 
sick wives, and particularly 
to 
pur­ 
chase seed for spring crops. 
The loan "has been nothing less than 
a God-send to those veterans in the 
farm ing 
communities 
where 
crops 
were ruined by the drought,” O’Neil 
said. 
Regarding legislation likely to be 
presented to the next congress, the 
national com m ander said: 
"Now, as always, the prim ary re­ 
sponsibility of the Legion is to the dis­ 
abled, and to the dependents of the 
dead and disabled. 
"One of the m atters of param ount 
importance is the question of caring 
for dependents of men who are hospi­ 
talized. 
Men will not go to the hos­ 
pital and leave their families in want. 
Px-ovision should be m ade for allow­ 
ances to dependents of service men 
during hospitalization. 
"There is also no reason why the 
widows and orphans of the veterans 
of the world w ar should not be ac­ 
corded the sam e relief by the govern­ 
m ent as is being accorded the widows 
and orphans of the veterans of other 
wars 
"The members of the Legion realize 
better than anyone else the sacrifices 
and hardships of war," O’Neil said, 
"and no group is more anxious to in­ 
sure a perm anent peace to this coun­ 
try than this organization. P reserva­ 
tion of national peace and security is 
closely allied with the problem of ta k ­ 
ing the profits out of war. 
"It seems imperative that we should 
sponsor legislation for naval construc­ 
tion th at will bring us up to the Lon­ 
don treaty parity. 
We should let it 
be known th at the Legion is not con­ 
tent with a blue print navy. 
"We should sponsor all legislation, 
in conformity with the perm anent n a­ 
tional defense policy, that will provide 
adequate protection to our country. 
"A movement has been inaugurated 
by the United States governm ent to 
fu rth er reduce the arm am ents of the 
world, and the American Legion with 
W'orld peace as one of 
its 
highest 
ideals, should favor and encourage the 
lim itation of m ilitary strength, so long 
as it is done by the nations in unison, 
and on a basis of equality, with no 
undue advantage to any one power 
and so long as the United States is 
adequately protected. 
"In view of the activities of com­ 
m unism in this country we 
should 
support legislation giving the D epart­ 
m ent of Justice full authority to deal 
with this problem."

NOUNCES BILLION-DOLLAR 
REFUNDING PROGRAM 


IS TO BE THE LARGEST SINGLE 
OPERATION OF THIS CHARAC­ 
TER IN RECENT YEARS

W ashington, Aug. 31.—Secretary of 
Treasury Mellon revealed today how 
he plans to avoid a tax increase at 
the coming session of congress by a 
series of bond issues som ewhat like 
the huge Liberty loan issues of the 
world war period. 
He announced a billion-dollar refund­ 
ing program, the largest, single opera­ 
tion of this character in recent years.

Every industry is based on two prin­ 
cipal factors, viz: the producer and 
the consumer. W hen the producer pro­ 
duces too much and consequently is 
faced with a price for his products 
on which he loses, he can only do one 
right thing, namely, to try and in­ 
crease consumption. 
Consumption of staple products can 
only be increased on a sufficiently 
laige scale by increasing the world s 
buying power. 
Eight hundred million Chinese, In ­ 
dians and Russians cannot buy be­ 
cause their buying power has been re­ 
duced by: 
(A) Reduction by two-thirds of their 
only wealth, namely silver.

(B) Revolutions upsetting trade. 
These things can be put right by: 
(A) Abolishing the boycott bf silver 
by re-creating the dem and for it, and 
by the m aking again of silver coins 
of adequate silver content, instead of 
containing alloy as at present. 
English coins have

from 900 fine to 700 fine and German 
coins from 900 fine to 50 fine. 
(B) By assisting in putting down 
revolutions instead of sympathizing 
with or helping these disturbing ele­ 
ments. 
By this m eans the dem and for goods 
like cotton will increase enormously, 
whilst for the next season the cotton 
crop could be improved in quality and 
diminished in quantity by the timely 
reduction of the num ber of buds on 
each plant. The less the num ber of 
buds the stronger and healthier will 
be the remainder.

Increased buying power means more 
for peace than anything else, it m eans
